Restoring World. Coutidenes: 


The signing of the Lausanne treaty on July 9 by all the great European 
Powers, whereby all the German war reparations were wiped out, and provid- 
ing instead that Germany shall pay in one lump sum an amount which repre- 
sents one cent for every dollar demanded by the Allies after the close of the 
war, marks a new and an important forward step in the direction of estab- 


lishing the peace of the world and in restoring the economic health of all 
nations. 


| 
Apart altogether from the specific agreements set forth in this historical 


document, and the gains thereby conferred upon a long suffering world, the 
fact that the great European powers, and more especially Germany and 
France, have at last met on common ground, and have signed a treaty as a 
result of consultation and compromise rather than one forced by one upon 
the other, is one of the most hopeful occurrences for many years. 

Since the signing of the Peace Treaty, and the imposition of a war in- 
demnity on Germany totalling the huge and impossible sum of $65,000,000,- 
000, together with many other humiliations and penalties, nothing but bitter 
feelings have prevailed on the continent of Europe. Physical warfare has| 
been followed by an ever intensified economic warfare; fortifications and 
barbed wire trench entanglements, cannon and machine guns have been suc-| 
ceeded by high and ever higher tariff barriers. Each nation has been deter- 
mined to have as little trade intercourse with its neighbors as possible; each 
was endeavoring to economically strangle the other. Each was suspicious of 
and feared the other. Hach demanded security from the others. Thus Europe 
‘was deadlocked, trade stagnated, all people suffered, and warlike armaments 
steadily increased despite all efforts to reduce and control them. 

Seemingly intefminable “conversations” took place between various na- 
tions, international conference followed conference without any tangible re- 
sults being achieved until confidence in the world’s political leaders, and even | 
in our existing institutions of government, was more or less shaken. Even in 
Western Canada leaders of certain parties and groups openly predicted the| 
failure of this last Lausanne conference. This loss of confidence was, indeed, | 
the world’s greatest loss because it was shattering all hope of success and a 
way out of our difficulties being found. | 

The signing of the Lausanne treaty refuted the prophecies of these pessi- | 
mists. It demonstrated that our statesmen are not bankrupt in vision, | 
patriotism, or diplomacy, It has once again proven that there is always a 
way out if patience, persistence, tact, coupled with determination, and a will 
to succeed is in evidence,

Power Of Advertising 


Death Of Mr. Gillette, Of Safety 
Razor Fame, At Los Angeles 
King Camp Ginette, who perfected 
the double-edged safety razor blade, 
died recently at Los Angeles, at the 
age of 77.. , 

The inventor and manufacturer 
succumbed after undergoing several 
operations during two years for an in- 
testinal malady. 

He went to California nearly 20 
years ago from Boston, where he 
organized the Gillette Safety Razor 
Company in 1901. 

His Los Angeles realty transactions 
were among the largest ever record- 
ed here. 

Educated in Chicago, Mr. Gillette 
became a salesman and later London 
branch manager for a bottle-stopper 
company. After conceiving the thin, 
sharp blade to overcome the task of 
straight-edged shaving, he devoted 
five years to evolving a holder. 

The razor was launched as a com- 
mercial product in 1903. Only 51! 
sets were sold that year, but annual 
sales of as many as 15,000,000 razors 
and 1,000,000,000 blades followed.

“The proposal came at the same 
time as publication of the detailed 
British naval disarmament proposals 
in London, in the course of a state- 
ment by Stanley Baldwin, welcoming 
the Hoover plan for a one-third reduc- 
tion in world armaments. 

Spokesmen of the other powers at 
the world disarmament conference 
withheld comment on the British pro- 
posal, although representatives of the 
United States were critical of the 
British naval disarmament proposals

Feeding the Family 
J) eer 

Itis not an easy matter to 
feed A family properly and eco- 
nomically. This responsibility. 
rests upon the mother, In the 
selection of foods she should 
follow certain principles, and if 
she does the result will be bal- 
anced meals for the family at 
minimum expense. 

A balanced diet is one which 
contains a sufficienvy of all the 
various substances which re- 
quires from foods, A balanced 
diet provides the materials need 
ed for the proper growth and 
functioning of the body; in 
other words, for healthy devy- 
elopment and healthy living. 

Each member of the family 
requires the right amounts of 
protein, fat, starch or sugar, 
vitamins and mineral salts, 
Milk is the one food whichcomes 
nearest to supplying all these 
requirements in the proper 
amounts. However, milk alone 
is not a suitable diet after the 
first few months of life, and so 
we must look to other foods to 
supply the food requirements 
ofthe family. - 

The commonset fault in the 
family diet is that it does not 
contain a sufficient amount of 
those foods which are compara- 
tively rich in vitamins and min- 
erals. Meat, white bread and 
potatoes. are good foods and 
should be included in the diet, 
Nevertheless when they make 
up practically the whole diet 
then the diet is unbalanced and 
is not satisfactory, 

The family diet should include 
milk and’milk products such as

often lacking in the family diet. 

In working out a minimum 
food budget to maintain health 
it is estimated that for a family 
of five, 13 quarts of milk a 
week are required, which means 
that over one quarter of the 
money spent on food goes for 
milk. One fifth of the money 
should be used to buy vegeta- 
bles, 

The general tendency is to 
spend too large a percentage 
of the money available on 
meat and sweets. Thisis not 
a criticism of meats and sweets 
but merely a statement that 
when there is a limited amount 
of money available it is neccess- 
ary to get the most out of 
every cent and at the same 
time secure a balanced diet, 

In order to do this it is necess 
ary for the mother to plan 
what she will buy and how she 
will arrange the meals.—Health 
Service of the Canadian Medical 
association.
